““T cannot deal with you until you make 
the general public understand your mo- 
tives, because their belief that you are 
not acting upon high motives is the fun- 
damental, underlying, governing belief of 
the way they vote. You have got to clear 
yourselves before the general jury. There 
are business problems which it would be 
easy to deal with if the people were in a 
temper to deal with them, but they are 
not, and we must get the people in a tem- 
per to deal with them. And that job is 
fours, not mine. You are conducting the 

usiness of the country. I am not.’ 

It is hard to give any idea of the dum- 
founding effect that Gov. Wilson's speech 
had on these men. Looking for some- 
thing of a general nature, unspecific and 
harmless, they found themselves listening 
to a sermon in which their own defects, 
as Gov. Wilson sees them, were merci- 
poeety treated. 

fr. Wilson knew how they would take 
his words. The ironic smile with which 
he called on them to applaud his stric- 
tures On present business methods suffi- 
ciently showed that. His manner when 
he arose to speak was cold and formal. 
Hie expected what he was going to say to 
have the effect of a douche. The men 
who sat before him almost gasped as he 
told trem their alleged sins and bade them 
repent, 

To those who had followed the Gover- 
nor’s course since he was elected Presi- 
dent it seemed that he had chosen this 
occasion deliberately to emphasize the 
fact that he belonged with the progress- 
ive wing of the Democratic Party.

SFEK ROCKEFELLER CHARTER 


Agents of $100,000,000 Foundation 
Ask Congress to Act.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—A vigorous 
campaign to counteract the opposition in 
Congress to incorporating the Rockefeller 
Foundation in the District of Columbla 
has been begun by advocates of the 
project, who have established headquar- 
ters in the offices of the Rockefeller 
Sanitary Commission in this city. The 
bill to incorporate the foundation came 
up in the House of Representatives last 
Monday, and action on it was prevented 
through the absence of a quorum, 

The main objection to the incorporation 
is that it contemplates placing the ex- 
penditure of too much money in the hands 
of a few men. The foundation is $100,- 
000,000. The charter bill, however, has 
been amended in several particulars to 
meet objections. 

It is the purpose of those furthering 
the propaganda to press for the enact- 
ment of the bill at the present session of 
Congress. Even if the opposition indi- 
cates that it may be defeated, the propa- 
gandists will endeavor to obtain a vote 
in each house, in order to get Senators 
and Representatives on record.

Attorney Whitman returned 
Jersey City at 11:30 o'clock last 
night after spending most of the evening 
in conference with George A, Sipp, former 
keeper of the Baltic Hotel, Mrg. Sipp, 
and their son Howard, on wholle testi- 
mony it is expected that indictments will 
be obtained against Policeman Eugene A. 
Fox and two high officials of the Police 
Department on charges of extortion. 

The only definite statement that Mr. 
Whitman would make on his return was 
that Sipp would remain under cover in 
or néar Jersey City till Tuesday morning, 
when he would come to New York to ap- 
pear before the Grand Jury. In his long 
conference with Sipp Mr. Whitman ob- 
tained additional information which, he 
said, materially strengthened the cases 
against the accused policemen. 

“The outcome of my interview | 
Sipp was very satisfactory,’ said Mr. 
Whitman. “I learned much more than I 
had expected. To tell what additional 
testimony has come to light might injure 
the cause, however. 

“ Besides Sipp and the members of his 
family, I interviewed two other wit- 
nesses in connection with the same cases 
during my trip over into New Jersey to- 
day. I am not at liberty to tell who they 
are, however.”’ 

It was learned from another source that | 
Mr. Whitman and the Sipp party went to 
the Continental Hotel in Newark for din- 
ner, but that all had left the hotet for 
parts unknown early in the evening. 

Assistant wistrict Attorney Frederick 
K. Groehl is with Sipp and will remain 
with him until the rescort keeper is 
brought to this city to appear before the 
Grand Jury. 

District Attorney Whitman declined to 
say whether Sipp feared that if he re- 
turned to this city again the police would 
attempt to take him into custody. The 
police trial of Policeman Fox is set for 
to-morrow. Without Sipp’s testimony it 
is not believed that Fox can be found 
guilty of the charges on which he is to 
be tried at Police Headquarters. 

District Attorney Whitman refused to 
answer when he was asked if any other 
police officials were invotved by the state- 
ments of the new witnesces. 

Dr. Wiliiam Ti. Upton of 499 Lenox Ave- 
nue visited Sipp yesterday while District 
Attorney Whitman was with hm. He said 
that, while Sipp was a sick man, it would 
not be necessary to postpone his appear- 
ance before the Grand Jury on that ac- 
count. Sipp is soon to undergo an oper- 
ation, but, according to Dr. Upton, there 
is no particular urgency. 

Sipp left the Hotel Walton in Philadel- 
phia for Jersey City shortly before 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, after an ex- 
perience which he said convinced him 
that the ‘‘system’’ was ready to resort 
to violence to prevent his appearance 
against it as a witness.

Threatened Over the Telephone, 


Just pricr to leaving the hotel Sipp was 
called to the telephone and over it a 
voice, after being essured that it was the 
former resort keeper on the wire, said: 

“You better do all the talking you want 
to do right now. When we get through 
with our plans you won't do any 
talking.”’ 

After making this announcement the 
person at the other end of the telephone 
hung up the receiver, and all attempts to 
trace the call were ineffectual. 

Sipp was at the Walton with his 
Howard, Assistant District Attorney 
Grochl of New York and two detectives, 
who have acted as his bodyguard since 
he was released from jail in Atlantic City, 
where he had been arrested on what he 
insisted was a charge trumped up by 
the police of New York. Sipp was reg- 
istered as George A. Wilson, and his son 
as Howard Wilson. Assistant District 
Attorney Groehl registered under his own 
name, but was ssigned to a room on 
fourth floor, while the Sipps and their 
bodyguard occupied Suite 506 on the fifth 
floor. 5 

Sipp did not desire to leave the Walton, 
where he was comfortably situated, but Mr. 
Groehl insisted that he do so, telling him 
that as the newspapers had discovered 
his hiding place he would be bothered 
with interviewers. Mr. Groehl had given 
him strict instructions not to talk and 
was angry on Saturday night when Sipp 
told him that he had talked to one news- 


paper man and blamed Mayor Gaynor 
for his arrest in Atlantie City. 


Says “System” is Watching Him, 

‘*‘T don’t want to leave Philadelphia,” 
Sipp told Mr. Ghoehl yesterday. ‘If the 
New York ‘system’ is going to get me 
it will get me sooner or later. There is 
not any use endeavoring’ to run away 
from it. I know the ‘system’ has sev- 
eral men watching me all the time.’’ 

Notwithstanding this Mr. Groehl Insist- 


ed that the party leave the hotel immedi- 
ately. He refused to tell the next stop- 
ping place, but Sipp said it would be Jer- 
sey City if he had his way. Before leav- 
ing Philadelphia he said: 

“Dougherty wants to get me back in 
New York if I will go back. -He called 
me on the telephone and asked me to go 
to Headquarters and talk to him. I re- 
fused, and informed him that if he want- 
ed to see me he could come out of New 
York State and I would be perfectly will- 
ing to talk to him. I did this against 
the advice of my attorney, Mr. Newell. 

“TI am not afraid of Dougherty or of 
any other person connected with the 
New York Police Department. The only 
trouble is that there are ten thousand 
men connected with the New York police 
‘systein,’ and when you nit one of them 
you hit them all. I am hitting one now. 
it isn’t Policeman Fox, to whom I paid 
the protection money, either. It is the 
man to whom he gave that protection 
money.”’ 

“Who is that man?’’ he was asked.

SULZER INTERVENES 


IN YONKERS STRIKE, 


Calls Upon Service Board to Com- 
pel Railroad to Operate 
Its Cars. 


$5,000 A DAY FINE PROVIDED 


Board Could Impose It, Says Govern- 


, or, Advised by Carmody—Describes 


Existing Conditions as Intolerable.

ALBANY, Jan. 12—Gov. Sulzer has| 
taken a hand in the efforts to settle the | 
street railroad strike in Yonkers by call- 
ing upon the Public Service Commission 
to take immediate action to compel the 
railroad company to operate its cars. He 
refers to sections of the Public Service 
law which, the Governor is advised, give 
ample power to the commission to act 
and impose a fine of $5,000 a day in case 
a corporation fails to carry out an order 
of the commission. He describes the con- 
ditions as intolerable. 

The Governor's action follows a report 
he received yesterday from Attorney Gen- 
eral Carmody, who had been requested 
to begin an action to annul the railroad 
company’s charter. Mr. Carmody took a 
position in favor of the strikers’ conten- 
tion, but said that an action by him, un- 
der the law, would involve long delay. 
He expressed the belief that the Public 
Service Commission, with the severe 
penalty it was empowered to impose for 
a failure to obey its order, was the 
proper agency to compel the company to 
run its cars. 

In his letter to Gov. Sulzer the Attor- 
ney General reviews the statement of 
President F, W. Whitridge of the com- 
pany made at the hearing on Friday. The 
company appointed a man outside of 
Yonkers as motorman. It was said the 
employes justified their strike on the 
ground that an agreement that only men 
taken from the waiting list should be em- 
ployed had been violated by the com- 
pany. 

“Mr. Whitridge repudiates the agree- 
ment,’’ Mr. Carmody says, ‘‘ but does not | 
object to the policy of appointing opera- 
tors of cars from those residing within 
the City of Yonkers.” 

Mr. Whitridge contended that the com- 
pany was unable to move its cars because | 
of an ordinance adopted by the city au- 
thorities providing that no person be ap- 
pointed to operate a car in Yonkers until! 
he had ‘received fifteen days’ instruction | 
on the various lines in that city. It was 
held that this prevented the employment | 
of outside men and resulted in a tie-up. 

Mr. Carmody says in his letter to the 
Governor: 

In view of this remarkable state of facts, 
where the appointment of a single man, in 
violation of what is conceded to be a proper 
policy, has brought about a strike which 
results in a tie-up of the whole street car 
system of the City of Yonkers and the great 
inconvenience of its 90,000 people, and in 
view of the necessity of prompt and effective 
action for the purpose of putting an end to 
this intolerable condition, I desire to call your 
Excellency’s attention to the provision of 
Section 51 of the publle service law which 
gives to the Publie Service Commission ample 
power to start proceedings to compel the 
railroad to move its cars. The Publie Service 
Commission may make such orders as to them 
seem suitable, reasonable, and necessary to 
compel the company to furnish traffic and 
freight transportation to its patrons, 

Section 56 of the public service law Imposes 
a penalty of $5,000 where a corporation fails 
to carry out an order of the Public Service 
Comn fon. Every day of violation is a 
separe offense,

that more prompt and efficient action may be 
brought about by this course.

Frederick W. Whitridge, President of 
the Yonkers Railroad, said to a TIMES 
reporter at his residence, 16 East Kleventh 
Street, last night: 

“The penalty for disobeying an order 
of the Public Service Commission is $5,000 
a day fine. Therefore, as the regular 
men are on strike, [ shall be forced to 
get them from outside, although the 
penalty for bringing men in from outside 
is a $90 fine for each man or sixty days 
in jail or both. 

‘Before I do this I shall ask the Public 
Service Commission to take into court 
the city crdinance making this necessary 
and find out whether or not it is valid. — 

‘““T have no doubt that the courts will 
declare the ordinance invalid. With good 
luck the whole thing can be decided in a 
few days, and in the meantime I shall 
make every endeavor to get the strikers 
to return. I won’t bring in strikebreak- 
€rs unless the city compels me to.” 

The striking trolley men learned last 
night that the State Board of Media- 
tion and Arbitration had completed its 
investigation and will grepare its reports 
at once. 

The admission on the stand by Leslie 
Sutherland, General Manager, that he 
had entered into an agreement with the 
motormen and conductors is regarded by 
the strikers a strong point in their favor. 

To-morrow night there will be a meet- 
ing of the Common Council, when the 
bill enabling Yonkers to acquire the prop- 
erty of the Yonkers Railroad and to oper- 
ate the road will be presented for ratifi- 
cation. : 
It is believed that a strong demand will 
be made for the rescinding of the_ordi- 
nance requiring a man to have fifteen 
days’ training on the cars in the city be- 
fore he can become eligible for appoinl- 
ment as motorman or conductor. A ma-

‘ALLIES PREPARE 


TO RESUME WAR 


London of Their Intention 
to End the Armistice. 


HOSTILITIES FOURDAYSLATER 


Ambassadors Warn the Turkish En- 
voy, Who Will Make a Last Ap- 


peal to Constantinople. 


LONDON, Jan. 12.—Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, and the Ambassadors of the pow- 
ers have made representations to Rechad 
Pasha regarding the projected departure 
of the Turkish delegates, which is equiv- 
alent to a definite rupture of the peace 
negotiations, for which Turkey is held 
responsible. 

In reply Rechad Pasha said that he was 
not responsible for the suspension of the 
work of the conference, which was de- 
ereed by the ailies, not only without ask- 
ing his opinion but without even allowing 
him to express it when he begged to do 
so. He had waited a whole week, hoping 
that reflection would bring the allies to 
more reasonable views, but as no move 
had been made in this direction and no 
desire had been shown to hear what fur- 
ther rectification of the frontier Turkey 
Was prepared to indicate, naturally with- 
out ceding Adrianople, the Turkish plen- 
ipotentiaries could not remain in London 
indefnitely. ; 

In deference to England, which had 
treated them so hospitably, and out of 
regard for the other powers, whose Am- 
bassadors regretted the rupture of the ne- 
gotiations, Rechad Pasha consented to 
telegraph to Constantinople, asking for 
definite instructions. 

The allies also are tired of waiting. 
They do not believe that the note which 
the powers will present at Constantinople 
will have the desired effect, but not wish- 
ing to take a decisive step without due 
notice to Europe, they have notified Sir 
Edward Grey and the Ambassadors of 
their intention to denounce the armistice 
contemporaneously with or soon after the 
presentation of the note to the Porte. 

The allies will be ready to resume war 
four days later. In fact, it is remarked 
that Greece has never ceased hostilities; 
that Servia has nothing more to conquer, 
while with respect to Montenegro the 
armistice has never been observed by 
Turkey, whose soidiers have made fre- 
quent sorties from Scutari. 

Therefore the resumption of hostilities 
really concerns only the Thracian field 
of operations, where the activity of the 
allies seems to be limited to the conquest 
of Adrianople. The Balkan military ex- 
perts here think that under present con- 
ditions Adrianople can be taken in a few 
G&ays.by the sacrifice of 5,0vuv men. 

The Greeks are more determined than 
everrto hold the Aegean Islands, as wail 
as Salonika. Regarding Salonika they 
say: 

“War gave it to us, and only war can 
take it away.” 

The allies put the responsibility for the 
gravity of the situation on Europe, which, 
they say, after having encouraged them 
to conclude an armistice and come to 
London, even holding a contemporaneous 
conference of the Ambassadors to facili- 
tate matters, finds itself impotent, be- 
cause of lack of accord, to adopt meas- 
ures compelling Turkey to obey its will. 

This failure to agree, even if manifested 
in a passive manner, the allies point out, 
gives encouragement to the Turks, whose 
hope is that they will succeed finally, as 
they have in the past, in playing off the 
powers, one against the other. 

The attitude of the powers, is is added, 
also encourages Rumania to take an un- 
fair advantage of the situation, forget- 
ting that only a short time ago the 
Rumanians and Bulgarians were under 
the same yoke and fought shoulder to 
shoulder for independence. 


ROME, Jan. 12.—A Cettinje dispatch to 
The Secolo says that King Nicholas of 
Montenegro has sent a long cipher tele- 
gram to the King of Italy, asking him 
to intervene and settle the question of 
Scutari and the Albanian boundaries. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 12.— The 
Council of Ministers is considering the 
question of summoning a National As- 
sembly to discuss the existing situation in 
the Balkans. Similar action was taken 
in 1878 during the Russo-Turkish war. 


RUMANIA IS MORE PACIFIC. 


Negotiations Are Resumed with the 
Bulgar Enyoy in London.

LONDON, Monday, Jan. 13.—Nego- 
tiations between Rumania and Bulga- 
ria have been resumed, and, accord- 
ing to The Times, an early settlement 
is expected. Dr. Daneff and M. Jo- 
who is acting here in behalf of 
Rumania, visited the Servian delegates 
yesterday, 

The Times says there is reason to 
think that Bulgaria will make any ter- 
ritorial compensation, which she may 
give to Rumania, a charge on the allies 
in general, and under the circum- 
stances the Servians are expected not 
to press their claim to Monastir. 

In addition to these territorial ques- 
tions, it is understood that there was 
some discussion yesterday of the sup- 
port which Rumanta would be pre- 
pared to give the allies, and even of an 
eventual alliance between Rumania 
and Bulgaria. 

With reference to the report that 
Rumania was about to make an armed 
occupation of the territory which she 
claims, M. Jonescu issued a statement, 
in which he said: 

‘““Never at any time has the Ru- 
manian Government intimated, either 
to the Bulgarian Government or the 
Minister’ at Bucharest, a possibility of 
military occupation. Neither has there 
ever been any talk of an ultimatum.”

BIG MISSIONARY PLAN. 


Meeting In Garden City To-day to 
Lay Ground for Another Revival. 


A meeting in the interest of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement will begin to- 
day at Garden City. J. Campbell White, 
who founded the movement, will be the 
principal speaker. He will submit a 
plan which contemplates an expenditure 
of $500,000 a year for five years. A num- 
ber of persons experienced in missionary 
work will travel around the world inves- 
tigating conditions and taying out plans 
for a campaign in America and Canada 
to eclipse the last campaign of the kind. 

Figures wil! be submitted to-day show- 
ing that America leads the world in gifts 
to foreign missions. Protestants of the

PARIS, Jan. 12.—At a. special meet- 
ing of the Cabinet this afternoon Alex- 
andre Millerand, Minister of War, -e- 
signed his post as a consequence of the 
turmoil following his reinstatement of 
Lieut. Col. du Paty de Clam as an of- 
ficer of the French Army. 

His resignation was accepted, and 
M. Le Brun, Minister of Colonies, was 
appointed to take his place, while M. 
Le Brun’s position was filled by the 
appointment of M. Benard, Under Sec- 
retary of Finance. 

M. Millerand took the view that the 
reinstatement of du Paty de Clam was 
an administrative act on which he had 
mo need to consult the Cabinet, and 
when the Ministers met yesterday 
morning to discuss the affair it is un- 
derstood that he adopted the same at- 
titude. : 


This did not satisfy the Parliamen- 
tary foes of Poincaré, and in the face 
of threatened motions of censure in 
both the Senate and the Chamber of 
Deputies the Ministers themselves be- 
came uneasy, especially as they were 
far from unanimous in indorasing 
Millerand’s view of the affair. 


PARIS, Jan. 12,—-The Ministertal crisis 
restulting from Du Paty de Clam’s rein- 
Statement has greatly confused the po- 
litical situation on the eve of the Presi- 
dential election and all signs point to a 
stirring week. 

The press generally regards M. Miller 
anud’s act as imprudent, expressing the 
epinion that the War Minister should 


have couferred with his colleagues before- 
hand, &s the reinstatement of a man who 
had played a prominent role in the Drey 
jus controversy was certain to awaken 
criticism among republicans and revive 
old passions. 

On the other hand, the opinion seems 
to prevail in some political circles that the 
resignation of M. 

Af. Poincaré's chances of victory at the 
Versailles congress. which will name the 
President next Friday. 

The reinstatement of Du Paty de Clam 
Ied to dramatic sessions of the Cabinet, 
at which M. Millerand stated ‘that he 
felt in honor bound to re-establish Du 
Paty de Clam in fulfillment of a promise 
made hy his predecessor in the war Min 
istry, M. Messimy, but as this act was 
causing serious attacks against the Min- 
istry he desired to withdraw. 

Jules Pams, Minister of Agriculture, 
who is opposing Premier Poincaré for the 
Presidency, expressed regret that M. 
Millerand had seen fit to take such an 
important political step without consult- 
fig his colleagues. 

Premier Poincaré himself admitted that 
Lad-the Minister of War conferred with 
him he could not have seen his way clear 
to ratifying the reinstatement of Du Paty 
de Clam. Nevertheless he wanted to 
stand by the War Minister, and believed 
it was the duty of the Ministry to resign. 

The decision of the Cabinet to remain 
in office is credited to the influence of 
Aristide Briand, Minister of Justice, who 
ftrongly opposed such a step at a moment 
when, as he put it, the external situation 
was eritical and when France should ob- 
fFerve a strong consecutive foreign policy. 

Tn his Jetter of resignation, M, 
Jerand insisted that he was loyally 
hound to put into effect the act promised 
by his predecessor. He paid tribute to 
Premier Poincaré and told how proud he 
v to have taken part in the achieve- 
menis of the Cabinet which had accom- 
plished a great work. 

In an interview later M. Millerand said 
that §f he had to begin all over again, he 
would do precisely the same thing. He 
vigorously refyted insinuations that the 
incident was connected with the Presi- 
dential election.

Mer.tal Capacity Rather Than Money 
the Test for Success—Longer Pe- 


rlods for Primary Education.

LONDON, Monday, Jan. 13.—Vis- 
count Haldane’s forecast of a great 


national education scheme, linking the 
primary school with the university, has 
attracted widespread attention. The 
object of the plan is to complete an 
educational ladder whereby the child of 
any man can climb to the top through 
his mental capacity rather than 
through the aid of money. 

The Datly News this morning gives 
the following broad lines of the Gov- 
ernment policy, so far as it has taken 
shape: 

‘Primary school education is to cover 
longer periods tn the year, beginning 
earlier and continuing later. The cur- 
riculum is to be broadened, particularly 
in the direction of increased manual 
and technical instruction.

in the Academy of Music in Brooklyn 
yesterday, declared there was only one 
Bide to the Panama Canal question, and | 
that it should not even be submitted to | 
arbitration, but the United States should | 
stand manfully up, acknowledge the | 
wrong, and repeal the Canal act.

He} 
pointed out that after having fought for | 
the freedom of the seas, inland waters, | 
and the rivers of the world, we have 
built a great waterway, and that done, 
we are asked to deal a blow to peace and 
National honor, forgetting the fight we | 
made for humanity. 

“The mere statement of the case,’’ he 
gaid, ‘‘ ought to suffice for every citizen 
who believes in keeping faith in interna- | 
tional agreements. In the consideration | 
of this question two features present 
themselves. The economic feature is in 
itself an adequate reason for the repeal | 
of the act, and the moral reason grows 
out of the proposed breach of contract. 
Of the first feature, it is an effort to 
grant a subsidy to a particular and lim- 
ited class out of a fund collected from all 
the people An amazing feature of the 
proposed subsidy is that it is to be paid | 
to a class of shipowners who already en- 
joy law-made monopoly and who for that 
reason may be supposed to have little | 
need for more grants by the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

“But, above all,’’ he said, ‘‘ we Stand 
indicted before the civilized world as a} 
people who make contracts and break | 
them when we see profit in doing so.”’

Mr. Witson on Saturday evening at 
Chicago invited the business men of 
Chicago, or so many of them as were | 
present at the banquet of the Com- 
mercial Club, to ‘‘come into counsel | 
and help” him as “a trustee of the! 
property of the United States,” avow- 
ing that he himself had ‘‘no intimate 
knowledge of the processes of business.” 





The avowal was hardly necessary. The 
speech of the President-elect betrayed 
only too clearly not only a lack of in- 
timate knowledge of the processes of 
business but a certain confusion of 
mind as to the fundamental conditions 
under which the affairs of the Amer- 
ican people are conducted. In some de- 
gree we are inclined to think that the 
vagueness of Mr. Wison’s ideas is! 
due to a cause quite creditable to him, 
but one fraught with possible embar- 
rassment if not with peril. <As the 
candidate and leader of the party in 
opposition he has lived intensely for 
many months in an atmosphere of | 
grievance, complaint, and suspicion.

ALIEN DEFECTIVES. 

Surgeon C. P. Knteut of the Public 
Health Service at Ellis Island writes on 
“The Detection of the Mentally De- 
fective Among Immigrants ” in the cur- 
rent Journal of the American Medical 
Association. Dr. Kniaut remarks: 

There {s scarcely a ship coming into 
the Port of New York which does not 
carry among its passengers a mental 
defective of some degree. 

As this State recelves more than one- 
fourth of all immigrants to the United 
States, and is the destination of four- 
fifths of them; as the New York So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children reports 7,000 distinctly feeble- 
minded children here, or 1 per cent. of 
the school population, besides the mor- 
ally defective or “‘border-line” cases, 
and as the Census Bureau says that 
three-tenths of feeble-minded children 
are of allen or naturalized parents, the 
problem of detecting defective immt- 
grants is very grave. 


The feeble-minded inherit their de- 


fects from their parents, and multiply 
more rapidly than any other class. The 
asylums for the mentally defective in 
this State are its chief charge. The 
ordinary idiot is easily recognizable. 
Another kind of defective, who be- 
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comes the “school dunce,” is harder to 
detect. Dr. KNIGHT quotes FRIEDMAN: 


The difficulty Hes In making a 4dis- 
tinction between the feeble-minded, who 
have just overstepped the line to the 
side of the defective, and the back- 
ward, who are still on the normal side 
of the line. The dividing line between 
the two is very fine. On the one side 
the mental development is limited, 
while on the other side, in the case of 
the backward, the mentality is retarded, 
but with the proper education comes 
within a few years up to the average 
or normal.

hen, after laying an egg, always pro- 
claims her achievement by making a@ pro- 
longed nolse, easily audible to everybody 
and everything within half a mile of 
her—a noise, too, that {s as easily in- 
terpreted as heard. 

The difficulty in answering this question 
lies in the fact that the hen’s cacklings 
serve no readily imaginable purpose—of 
hers. On the contrary, they seem likely 
to be seriously injurious to what may 
be called her private interests, for they 
serve as notification to every living being 
fond of eggs—and hardly any are not— 
that one of these precious stores of con- 
centrated nutriment is to be had for the 
taking. To do that has at least the ap- 
pearance of being a foolishness excessive 
even for hens, and tending toward the 
extermination, not the preservation, of 
that branch of the gallinaceous race. 

Of course, the common theory of this 
particular hen song always has been that 
it expresses pride and exultation. Such 
an explanation, however, is so obviously 
and absurdly anthropocentric that only 
its wide acceptance makes it worthy of 
mention, and it can be mentioned only 
to be dismissed as vacuous, 

Many characteristics of hens recall their 
jungle origin, and presumably it is from 
forests of India, where the primordial hens 
still run wild, that they brought to domes- 
tication this mysterious habit. And it is in 
the jungle, where enemies abound against 
which hens have no defense except si- 
lence, concealment, and flight, where 
practice of the cackling habit would seem 
to be even more dangerous than in the 
barnyard. But the danger must be only 
seeming. In the case of hens, as of all 
other successful and surviving creatures, 
whatever they do habitually and instinct- 
ively either has or once had a good and 
sufficient reason.

AS DR. ADLER SEES IT 


She Cannot Be Independent of 
Man Any More Than Man Can 
Be Independent of Her. 


CAN ONLY BE EQUAL PARTNER 


Can Correct Evils That Man Has 
Been Unable to Eradicate. 


Dr. Felix Adler talked to the Soclety for 
Ethical Culture at its meeting house, Cen- 


tral Park West and Sixty-fourth Street, | 


yesterday morning on ‘‘ The Independence 
of the Modern Woman.” He took as his 
text that portion of Tennyson's 
Princess '’ which lauds the charms of the 
unlearned woman, ‘‘the gracious house- 
hold mistress.”’ 

“It is the fashion to-day,” sald Dr. 
“to approach such questions as 
this from the point of view of the immedi- 
ate benefits to be derived, or from the 
point of view of woman's rights. There 


iare no such things as rights in the ab-| 


stract. We have rights only in order to 
discharge obligations. You must not tell 
me of the rights of woman as an indi- 
vidual. You have rights only from the 
point of view of society, from the point 
of view of humanity. 

“To speak of the emancipation of wo- 
man is misleading. Emancipation suggests 
a deliverance of slaves. It Suggests a 
servile class. But women were never a 
class—they have always been a sex; they 
have always belonged to the same class as 
their fathers and brothers. 

“The question to ask girls to-day when 
they protest is, ‘What kind of a woman 
would you like to be?’ And the girl, if in- 
genuous, will answer, ‘I should like to 
be like the classic women, but I want 
something thev had not.’ Right, my girl, 
you want that something called inde- 
pendence. But can you retain what is 
best in the past and still add the new 


| features? I am not so sure that you could 


be the Antogones of the early days and 
also the twentieth-century woman. But 
at any rate, that should be the ideal 
toward which you should strive. 

‘““In certain respects, however, women 
have been subject, and in these respects 
they wish to shake off the authority of 
man, and they are right in so doing. Wo- 
men formerly were supposed to take their 
opinions from man in regard to those 
questions which required sustained in- 
tellectual tiinking—in questions of poli- 
tics, in religion, and in social questions. 
Because it was assumed that she could 
not think, she was not given the oppor- 
tunity for education which would enable 
her to form her own opinions. 

“The first great triumph for woman 
was the getting for themselves of equa: 
educational opportunities with men. 
Equality can only mean equality In the 
chance to get an opinion. Women next 
desired a choice of vocation. They as- 
serted that every calling should be open 
to them. Now, the right to follow a 
calling is closely allied to the right of 
having a mental life. No one who is 
not following a calling of some kind can 
have mental stability. You must have a 
main interest to prevent amateurish and 
scatter-brained work. The vice of wo- 
man's life is that in her interests she 
has been scatter-brained. She has been 
devoting herself to too many little things 
and not to one main interest. 

“A calling implies concentratfon of 
mental life, a mental unity. Man has 
had the intellectual ideal. The woman's 
movement means that she shall be a part- 
ner with man in seeking truth; that she 
shall be a priestess of truth. In the past 
woman has been the custodian of the 
aesthetic ideal and, in a marked degree, 
of virtue. Now woman's life !s to be in- 
tellectualized without sacrificing the aes- 
thetic qualities, 

‘‘T myself see no reason why Norsioca 
should not be just as charming when she 
goes to college as when she plays ball 
with her maidens. But that is the prob- 
lem; can we have the gain without a 
loss? 

“The word ‘independence’ is mislead- 


|} ing, because the sexes are not independent 


of each other. You cannot be independent 
of men, just as men cannot be inde- 
pendent of you. The fact is that mutual 
dependence is the mark of humanity. It 
is better to say the interdependence of the 
sexes than the independence of the sexes. 
We are all dependent on one another 
because everybody has a craving for 
something which they cannot satisfy, but 
which others have the ability to satisfy. 
I heve a passionate love for music, but I 
cannot gratify it. I must wait unfil a 
Beethoven or a Debussy comes along to 
slake my thirst for music. And so It 
goes with all of us. That is what makes 
us dependent. And for woman to say 
‘We will be independent of men entirely’ 
{s a wroéng use of the word ‘independent.’ 
is give and take all through so- 
Independence, yes, but for the 
sake of taking one’s place in a system of 
interdependence. Woman should have her 
rights {in order to make good men’s fail- 
ures in civilization. We want to see wo- 
man take her place in the intellectual 
guidance of the world, which has been so 
lone {tn the hands of men. 
‘The misfortune of the woman's move- 
ment has been that women have imitated 
men too much; that they have been doing 


ithe same things that men have been do- 


ing in the same way. 
for woman to step 
men have failed. 

“The existence of the social evil ts a 
menace of the physical perpetulty of the 
race ard the moral soundness of our hoys 
and girls. The social evil has never been 
dealt with in the radical way that it would 
have been had women taken a part in the 
intellectual leadership of the race. 

“In the callings and prcfessions, wo- 
man ought to do what men have falled 
to do. What {s man’s failure? It Is one- 
sidedness. The men who are engaged in 
wealth getting-—what are they working 
for? How are thev working? They are 
working as if their only interest in life 
was to gather money. If men are pursu- 
ing art, it is art for art’s sake, and not 
for the sake of the social value of art. 
This is one-sidedness. Sclence is pursued 
to-day as if it were the only interest in 
life. 

‘*Mere man has not succeeded In rec- 
onciling the truth of society and religion, 
but there will never be a reconoailiation 
until a mind is fourd to show the truth 
common to them, and which both share. 
Woman has always been a harmonifying 
influence. Woman has always stood for 
the unity force, and perhaps she will ef- 
fect the reconciliation between science 
and religion. 

“The greatest lack In the {Intellectual 
field to-day is the ‘each for himself’ at- 
titude—science for the sake of_ science, 
art for art, law for law, &c. This dif- 
ferentiation is the breeder of discord. 

“Motherhood must become a vocation. 
Motherhood must become intellectualized. 
Love is to be intellectuallzed. Love is not 
to be blind, as it has been. Woman’s 
great desire is to work for the best of 
her offspring. Is it not enough to desire 
that, but to know what it is. So mother- 
hood must become scientific. It. must 
have a knowledge of the mental life of 
the baby, of the character of the child. 
Even after the child has gone to school 
the mother must be part of the staff of 
the school. Part of the work done by 
the unmarried women and male teachers 
should be done by the mothers. The edu- 
cated mother should take a direct part in 
the life of the school as part of the teach- 
ing staff, as supervisor of ethics, and 
for arranging the social hours.”’ 

Dr. Adler warned young girls against 
misunderstending the meaning of inde- 
pendence. He referred to the girls _who 
want to shake off all authority as “ lit- 
tle anarchists.” ‘‘ They think,” he said, 
‘that independence means never entering 
Into obligations which you cannot draw 
out of.”’

Boxing Bill for Massachusetts. 

BOSTON, Jan. 12.—The provisions of a legis- 
lative bill seeking to have boxing In this State 
supervised by a commission, were made public 
to-day. The bill is based on the Frawley law 
of New York with the exception of the number 
of rounds to be permitted and the manner of 
giving decisions. It provides for the appoint- 
ment by the commission of an Inspector to 
sit within fifty feet of the ring and keep a 
written record of al] bouts, round by round, the 
same to be filed for official publication by the 
commission.

The proposed tax should not be levied upon 
any increment which results from the labor 
or expenditures of the owner. If land appre- 
ciliates because of improvements paid for by 
the owner, such as grading and clearing, or 
connections for water, light and sewage, or 
street openings, paving, &c., such an incre- 
ment, to the extent that it represents capital 
invested by the owner, would not be sub- 
ject to the tax. We propose, fn short, that 
the tax shall be levied only upon the ‘‘ un- 
earned’’ increment, which results from the 
growth of the city and from iniprovements 
made by the city or by others than the owner 
himself, 


The Way It Would Work Ont. 


If, therefore, the value of a piece of land 
ahould rise from $100,000 in 1912 to $110,000 
in 1913, and the owner can show that he has 
expended $4,000 in permanent improvements, 
either upon his own initiative or in payment 
of special assessments levied by the munici- 
pality, he would be subject to an Increment 
tax on only $6,000; and ehereafter the base 
valuation of the fand, from which future in- 
crements would be calculated, would be §104,- 
000 instead of $160,000. 

Assuming that land values now represent @ 
capitalization of income on a basis of 5 per 
cent., the present tax rate of 1.85 {s equal to 
27 per cent, of the income from land and Is 
responsible for @ corresponding permanent 
depreciation in the market value of land. An 
increment tax of 1 per cent, would be equiva- 
lent to the annual appropriation of only about 
12.5 per cent. of the increased yield or rent 
underlying the increment of capital value. 

The average increase tn the land values of 
New York City during the past decade was 
about $150,000,000 a year. On that basis 
an increment tax of 1 per cent, would yield 
in the first year a revenue of $1,500,000; In 
the second year, $3,000,000; in the third year 
$4,500,000; in the fourth year, $6,000,000: and 


so on, until the tenth year its yteld would 
approximate $15,000,000, 


Other recommendations provide for ade- 
quate annual payments for billboards and 
signs or for the use of the city’s sub- 
surface.

Tax for Underground Vaults, 


This is the commission's comment upon 
its recommendation that the sub-surface 
of city streets be paid for: 


At present the charge for the privilege of 
constructing and using vaults under the 
sidowalks and streets of the city Is merely 
nominal, and payment is required but once. 

We recommend that there be an annual 
eharge based upon the assessed land value 
per tront foot of the adjacent real estate. 
‘This method ifn our judgment, gives a just 
criterion of the value of such vault privi- 
ieges, 

We do not believe that the privileges here- 
tofore granted constitute vested rights which 
would prevent the city from imposing such 
an annual charge, 


Regarding the repeal of Section 48 of 
the Tax law it said; 


This section provides that any payment 
* * in the nature of a tax" shall be 
deducted from the tax paid by any public 
service corporation upon the value of its 
franchises. This provision has always been 
inconsistent with the tdea of recognizing 
and taxing, as a form of separate property, 
the rights to conduct certain businesses on 
any public streets.
